Claim 2 (original): A method according to claim 1, wherein the step of providing a plurality^ of 
containers comprises providing a plurality of containers having a first orientation in which the 
containers can be stacked atop one another, and a second orientation in which the containers nest.into. 
one another. 

Claim 3 (original): A method according to claim 1, wherein the step of placing the containers 
adjacent to one another, and stacked atop one another, in the interior of the appliance comprises 
placmg.the containers in a cooling appliance.

containers comprises providing a plurality of containers fabricated from aplastic materiaL,; ' . 

Claim 7 (original): A method accoiding to daim 6, wherein the step of providing a plurality of 
containers comprises providing a plurality of containers fabricated ftoro a iheimoplastic matbrial. 

Claim 8 (original): A method according to claim 6, wherein the step of providing a plurality of 
contaifteis comprises providing a pluraUty of containers fabricated from polypropylene. : 

Claim 9 (original): A method according to claim 1, wherein the step of providmg a plurality of 
containers comprises providingaplurality of containers each havingaperipheral flange adaptedand 

constructed to facilitate handling of the container by a user. 

Claim 10 (original): A method accordmg to claim 9, ^^erein the step of providing a pluraUty of 
containers each having a peripheral flange adapted and constructed to faciUtate handluig ofthp 
. container by a user comprises providing at least one cutout section in the flange of eaxA container. 

• Claim 1 1 (original): A method according to claim 10, wherem the step of providing at least one 
cutout section in the flange of each container comprises providing a pair of cutout sections in the 
flange of each container. 
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Claim 12 (cuixently amended): A storage system for organizing articles in appliances defining an 
interior space having a predetermined height, width, and depth, the storage system comprising the 
fpllowio^: 

a plurality of containers, each of the containers being adapted and constructed to receive, 
article to be stored in the appliance, each container having a substantially open top 
and aheight such that a pluraUty of containers can be stacked atop one another within 
the height of the interior of the appliance, a width such that a plurality of containers 
can be placed adjacent one another within the width of the interior of the appUance, 
and a depth such that containers can be placed within the width of the interior of the 
iq)pliance; 

whereby articles to be stored in the appliance can be placed in the containers, and the, . 
containers themselves can be placed adjacent to one another, and stacked alop one 
annther, in to organize the interior of the appliance. 

• Claim 13 (original): A storage system according to claim 12. wherein the pluraUty of containers 
comprises a plurality of containers having a first orientation in which the containers can be stacked 
: atop one another, an a second orientation in which the containers nest into one another. 

Claim 14 (original): A storage system according to claim 12, wherein the height, width, and depth 
of the containers permit placement and stacking of the containers in a freezer. 

Claim 15 (original): A storage system according to claim 14, wherein the height, width, and depth 
of the containers permit placement and stacking of the containers in a chest fieezer. 

' qaim 16 (original): A storage system according to claim 12, wherein the plurality of containers 
cottiiMnses a plurality of containers fiabricated from a thermoplastic material. 
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Claim 17 (original): A s«>rage system according to claim 16, wherein the phuaUty of eontain^ 
comprises a plurality of containers fabricated from polypropylene.
